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Superintendent Maloney 
reviews “A Good Year” 


In his report at the Ro- 
man Catholic School annual 
meeting Tuesday evening, 
Superintendent of Schools, 
Vv. J, Maloney termed the 
past school year as being

“One of the most signi- 
ficant achievements in 1971 
was in religious education, ’’ 
said Mr, Maloney. He ex- 
plained that the board hired 
a religion co-ordinator who 
is presently workingoncur- 
riculum development at the 
high school level. New ex- 
perimental courses are 
being offered in grades 9, 
10, 11 and 12 with the grades 


11 and 12 courses accredit- 
ed for the first time, “Pare 
ents of grade 9 and 12 stu- 
dents have been invited to 
become more involved with 
the religious program 
through attendance at class 
sessions,’’ he said, 

Regarding the Grade 12 
January departmental ex- 
aminations Mr, Maloney was 
exceptionally proud to ree 
port that out of a total of 
166 papers written, 16 pase 
sed with an ‘A’; 76 with a 
*B’; 60 with a ‘C’; 12 with 
a ‘D’ and only two were 
rated ‘F’, 

In the area of additions 
to the curriculum, Mr, Mal- 
oney mentioned physical 
education 30 and music 10, 
“And creating a junior high 
centre,’’ said Mr, Maloney, 
‘thas, in the opinion of the 
entire staff and many pare 
ents, proved to be a very 
wise decision,’’ 

Coming under the heading 
of ‘textbook rentals’ the sup= 
erintendent of schools re- 
vealed that at present a 
deficit of over $19,000 is 
showing in this account, He

RC School Chairman 
Reveals Budget Dilemma 


¥ After extending thanks to 
retired trustees Dr, Walter 
Mirlin and Jack Flaherty, 
board chairman David Fra- 
ser presented the report 
from the trustees, 

He reminded the electors 
that during the past several 
years, the board had adopted 
a deficit financing policy, 
He said it was the only way 
the board could offer an 
adequate educational pro- 
gram while the total school 
population showed a de- 
crease, ‘‘Our plan was to 
recoup our losses during 
the seventies,’’ said Mr, 
Fraser, 

The details with respect 
to revenue and expenditures 
fm 1971 may be found in the 
financial statement, The 
statement, however, shows 
that the board realized a 
surplus of $3,731.40, This 
enviable financial situation 
has been made precarious, 
explained Mr, Fraser be« 
cause of the former Alberta 
Government’s imposed lege 
islation in 1970 which re- 
quires school boards to re- 
duce supplementary requis- 
itions over the 1970-1972 
period, 

Continuing from his re- 
port, Mr, Fraser pointed 
out that the main source of 
revenue is the Foundation 
Program Fund and the gov- 
ernment has _ limited in- 
creases to six per cent per 
year during the 1970-72 per- 
iod, ‘It is obvious,” he said, 
“that the dollar increase 
if revenue is insufficient 


to meet normal cost in- 
creases,’’ 


6% GUIDELINE MAKES 
BOARD'S TASKDIFFICULT 


The six per cent guide- 
line for school boards has 
resulted in staff cuts, high- 
er classroom enrolments, 
less busing and a reduction 
in programs in some dis- 
tricts. ‘‘The rapid growth 
in St, Albert has saved us 
from these cut-backs,’’ said 
Mr, Fraser, ‘“‘however 1972 
is going to be a very diffi- 
cult year in spite of our 
relatively sound financial 
position,’’ he said. 

He went on to say, ‘“‘any- 
one can see by examining 
tye area of emphasis in the 
latest provincial budget that 
education has slumped con- 
siderably on the govern- 
ment’s list of priorities, The 
government set this arbi- 
trary guideline on educa- 
tional grants whilesalaries, 
cost of school sites, supp- 
lies, construction repairs 
etc, continue to rise at a 
rate higher than six per 
cent, 

“This regulation,’ he 
said, ‘‘would not be sodiffi- 
cult to live with if the data 
on which the grants are 
based was factual,’’ He cone 
tinued to explain that the 
average teacher salary used 
in the Foundation Program 
formula is too low to meet 
the cost of salaries in a 

trict where teachers have 
figher than average qualifi-+ 
cations and several years’ 
experience, ‘St, Albert is in 
this category,’’ he declared 

Reading from a prepared 
text Chairman Fraser con- 
tinued to explain: 

“The restriction on supp- 


lementary requisition is the 
Straw that breaks the 
camel’s back, Your board 
could manage if in fact we 
could levy the same mill 
rate in 1972 as we received 
in 1971, Boards are required 
not only to hold the line but 
in some cases must in fact 
drop the mill rate, Trustees 
would have no quarrel with 
a hold the line policy, if all 
levels of government were 
required to do the same, 

“Education was a_ top 
priority in the sixties and 
many challenges were met 
by educators, trustees and 
governments, A great deal 
of money was required to 
meet the needs of individual 
students and increase the 
professional training of 
teachers so they could cope 
with the variety of new tech- 
niques and courses required 
in this space age in which 
we live, Changes have 
occurred and few will say 
all of them have been good, 
However many have lasting 
and positive qualities, The 
drop out rate has become

very low with little if any 
sacrifice in quality of edue 
cation, 

“The freeze on the supp= 
lementary mill rate does 
not allow a school board to 
gain revenue from increas- 
ing assessment, Your board 
does NOT wish to raise 
taxes in 1972 but wishes to 
maintain the same rate as 
levied in 1971 (19,23 mills), 


PLEBISCITE POSSIBLE 


A regulation passed by the 
former Government of Al- 
berta may cause the board 
to levy a lower rate in 1972, 
This matter is presently 
under review by the minis- 
ter of education, The board 
could be forced to consider 
a plebiscite if the new gov- 
ernment disapproves of our 
recommendation, ‘She board 
has reduced the mill rate 
3.37 mills since 1969 and 
believes that a further ree 
duction in 1972 will reduce 
services or place us in 
another period of deficit fin- 
ancing,

“pysanky’’ from the word 
“pysaty” meaning “towrite” 
The design is actually writ- 
ten on the egg with a fine 
pointed stylus dipped in wax, 


. after which follows a series 


of dye baths, Pysanky are 
not eaten, The origin of this 
art is both ancient and ob- 
scure. Archeological ex- 
cavations in Ukraine show 
that it was practised several 
thousand years before the 
Christian era, Folklore has 
it that a decorated egg can 
avert any evil, bring good 
crops, and help a young 
maiden to win the man of 
her desire, After the advent 
of Christianity, the decora- 
ted eggs took the new sym- 
bols of the Resurrection with 
its promise of a better world. 

The art of painting Easter 
eggs is still practiced in 
Ukraine andin Canada, Time 
has not reduced the design 
to a simpler form, Each new 
generation strives for 
greater perfection, beauty, 
and intricacy, Ukrainians

West Indies and Lisbon

We arrived here yester- 
day from Lisbon - a one 
hour flight. 

I think I last wrote to 
you from the Panama which 
was certainly the highlight 
of the cruise, We left Cris- 
tobel-about 11 p,m, Tuesday, 
Feb, 29 - its always excit- 
ing around aharbor at night = 
lights seem to twinkle in all 
directions, 

The following two days 
were uneventful as we were 
quite well out to sea - very 
pleasantly warm about 85, 
but the sea breeze tempers 
that, We arrived in Nassau 
early Friday morning, 
(March 3) as you come into 
the harbor there = their is 
a large peninsula jutting out, 
the ships come in on the 
left side - there are some 
beautiful homes on the pen= 
insula and the vegetation is 
luxurious = on the otherside 
of the peninsula seems to be 
the haven for sail boats, The 
water in that area seemed 
almost a turquoise shade -it 
was a bright sunnny morning 
a beautiful sight, 

Ashore in Nassau we took 
a short tour by cab te the 
tower = you go up by eleva- 
tor about 1,000 feet and get 
a magnificent view of the 
city - many white buildings 
which stand out against the 
green hills and the sea, We 
then walked down ‘‘The 
Queen’s Steps’’ where you 
are supposed to make a 
wish - they are a series of 
about 60 steps carved out of 
the rock, with sheer rock 


walls on each side and a 
fountain near the bottom, 
You come out at another 
street level about 100 feet 
below the top of the steps, 
We crossed by launch (about 
five minutes) to Paradise 
Isle - well named ~ the 
beaches are white and clean, 
the vegetation tropical, 
There are some very fine 
hotels on the island some 
with Casinos, We went back 
to the city by bus over a 
very high bridge and found 
our way back to the com- 
forts of ‘‘The Oriana’’ which 
always seemed like going 
home after a day ashore. 

The following day we were 
in Port Everglades = the 
port is 40 miles out of the 
City of Miami, We tookabus 
tour into the city - the 
route was not very interes- 
ting through industrial areas 
mostly, The suburbs of 
Coral Gables and Coconut 
Grove are very lovely, flow- 
ers were in abundance and 
homes looked very elegant, 
We had a brief shopping 
stop in Lincoln Road Mall - 
aside from the flowers and 
shrubs - benches in com- 
fortable locations - I think 
some of our shopping 
centres compare very well, 
We found clothing prices 
very high. 

Monday, March 6 wewere 
in Bermuda - the ship can- 
not go into the harbor there 
so a tender comes out for 
the passengers, Your tour- 
ing in Bermuda at this sea- 
son is by cab, four to a 
car - the drivers speak

We arrived in Lisbon 
about 9 a,m, Saturday - the 
port is on the Tagus River, 
you sail under a very high 
bridge as you enter the har- 
bor. The port is very busy

Lisbon is a charming city

We know how difficult it 
is to grow a little spruce 
or fir tree in our front 
lawn, The reason of course 
is, that a lawn is not a 
forest environment, But we 
try to make up for it. We 
provide a rich fertilized 
soil, we add peatmoss, we 
water the tree daily during 
hot weather, we spray it 
against insects and fence it 
against misuse by animals, 
In spite of all this care the 
little tree sometimes will 
not make it. 

A small tree that is plane 
ted during reforestation ina 
clear-cut area gets none of 
this protection and care, and 
is exposed to a hostile ene 
vironment, The question is 
not whether or not all trees 
will become 30 years old or 
older, the question is how 
many will make it? 

With S,T,O,P, inspection 
in the Hinton area showing 
an estimated seven out of 
eight tree loss insome three 
years (see photo), Such a 
death-ratio should not be 
assumed as unreasonable 
under the conditions under 
which these treees must 
grow, Their greatest pro- 
blem undoubtedly is lack 
of shade and lack of ground 
moisture. In addition the 
small treelings are subject 
to browsing by animals. A 
single deer or moose could 
in theory effectively clean 
out a whole acre of trees 


in one week, by biting the 
tops off, or tearing the plant 
out whole, Deer especially 
love to feed on the light 
green new branches forme 
ing each spring, and it is 
common practice in Europe 
to paint these tips with coal- 
tar in young stands to pree 
vent this damage, 

But the trees will also be 
subject to damage by other 
animals, rabbits, squirrels, 
and insects as well as sub- 
ject to disease, erosion and 
other natural hazards.
